Of a day Naturall, Equall, and Artificiall, of 
the parts, quantities, and diuerſities of dayes. 


A Day is twofold, naturail and artificiall : a day na- 
turaii is the ſpace of tune wherein the Æquator ac⸗ 
con.pliſheth one whole reuolution, accozding ts the firſt 


mauer, and ſuch a further poztion of the arch thereof, as 


doth anſwere to the daity motion ofthe ſunne: Ind this 
day containeth alwapes 24 houres foxthe mod part. 

The IPrtifiiatt day continues ſun riſing, to ſun ſet- 
ting: and the artificiall night is from ſun ſetting, to his 
riſing. Ind you muſt note that this naturall day (accoz- 
ding to diners Wziters) hath diners beginnings : as 
the Romans count it from midnight to midnight,becauſe 
at that time our Lozd was boʒne, being Sunday, and ſo 
doe we account it foz fafting dayes. The Arabians be⸗ 
gin their dap at none, and end at none the next dap, foz 
becanſe they ſay the fun was made in the Meridian: and 
fo doe all Aſtronomers account the day, becauſe it al⸗ 
waves falleth at one certaine time. The Vmbrians, the 
Tuſcans, the Iewes, Athenians, Italians, and Ægyptians 
doe beginnt their day at ſun-ſet, and ſo doc we celebzate 
Feſtinall dapes. The Babilonians, Perſians, and Bohe- 
mians beginne their day at ſan-rifing, holding till ſun- 
ſetting, and ſo doe our Lawyers count it in — — 

Iohannes de ſacro Boſce diuides the Artiſiciall day 
thus into 4 quarters, calling the firſt Rubens, the ſecond 
Splendens, the third Vrens, æ the fourth Tepens ; where- 
upon the ſunne is fained to haue foure Hozſes,viz. Eous, 
Lampas. Pyrois, an Phlegon. 

The Ievves began at ſun-rifing,and ſo dinided the Tr⸗ 
eificiall day into 4 quarters, allotting to ener quarter 
3 houres, whereby alſo they dinided the day arttificiall 
into 12 &quall parts, calung euer part an houre , and
